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Pretoria Evacuated, 


The Transvaal Capital Now 
Occupied by the British. 


KRUGER AND HIS CABINET FLEE TO THE 
MOUNTAINS. 


Johannesburg Surrenders Without a Shot. 


The only Fighting was with Gen. Hamilton's 
Column. Boers Dissolve Before the 
British Advance. The End of the War 
in Sight. 


Winnipeg, June j, 1900. 
London, May 3i, 3 a. m.—Yesterday 
at noon the British were orly about 
two hours’ march from Pretoria and 
the Boer military forces had abandon- 
ed the city. This intel’igence comes 
from the Reuter agency in the Trans- 
‘vaal and from the Ear! of Rosslyn ina 
Press despatch. The two messages 
left about the same time. At 2 o’clock 
this moroing the war office had receiy- 
ed no news from Lord Roberts which 
the officials would make public, but 
it is assumed that the press advices are 
correct. Most of the London morn- 
ing papers, through she courtesy of 
the Daily Mail, print Lord Rosslyn’s 
despatch and comment upcn it, treat- 
ing the war as ended. Some of the 
more cautious critics think that guer- 
rillia. warfare is hkely to be carried 
on. for some time in various parts of 
the conquered territory, although the 
Boer forces are dissolving. Lord Rob- 
erts has not taken any quantities of 
artiilery, arms or stores. Large bod- 
ies of Boers must still be somewhere in 
the field. * Watervalihoven iv; 180 
miles due east of Pretoria on the Dela- 
goa Bay railway. Jt should not be 
confused with Waterval, ten miles 
north of Pretoria, where the British 
prisoners are. © Watervallhoven is a 
small glace in a mountainous country. 
The seat of the Boer government— 
what there is leit of it—will probably 
be Lydenburg to the north. A des- 
patch from Lorenzo Marques’ dated 
Wednesday says Commandant Kraus 
has surrendered Johannesburg to Lord 
Roberts. By  to-night’s. train from 
Pretoria arrived a few Greeks who say 
they were told to leave Preteria~ on 
Tuesday. They affirm: that the train 
which they left was® shelléd /by ~ the 
British and half of the train was cut 
off. The remainder steamed away. 
whis incident probably occurred at 
Elandsfontain. The passengers from 
Preioria assert that the town is ut- 
terly demorajlized. Five train loads of 
fugitives are expected here to-night. 
Pretoria, Wednesday, May 30, ’00.— 
British officers are now at Johannes- 
burg dictating terms of surrender. 
The British advance guard is half way 
between Johannesburg and Pretoria. 
It is reported that there is a force: at 
Hatherly. Ail the forces have been 
dismissed fromm ibe forts arvund Pre- 
toriai President Eruger is now at 
Watervallhoven. ( 
Londun, Mav 30, 2 a. m.—The Daily 
Mail publishes the following despatch 
from the Earl of Russlya, who was a 
prisoner at Pretoria, and who, as a 
civilian, appears to have been released: 
Pretoria, Wednesday, May 30, 11.40 
a. m.—Fretoria will be occupied in 
about two hours wiihout resistance. 
The president has gone to Watervall- 
hoven. The burgomaster, De Sonza, is 
authorized to receive the British. He, 
with an influential committee of 
citizens, including Chief Justice Greg- 
orowski, has been appointed to pre- 
serve life and property during the in- 
terregum. Everything is quiet, but 
crowds are awaiting expectantly in 


the church square for the arrival of 
the British. Feariag a possible dis- 
turbance and bloodshed among the 


prisoners of war at Waterval, Unit- 
ed States Consul Hay and Mr. Leigh- 
wood insisted upon twenty officers be- 
ing liberated on parole to go to the 
men. Their action cannot be too high- 
ly praised. I was permitted to accom- 


pany the officers. Everything was 
quiet. 
By the release of the Dritish pris- 


oners at Waterval a full brigade will 
be added to the army of Lord Roberts 
as there are 477 officers and 4,182 pri- 
vates among tkem. 

London, June ist: A belated mes- 
sage from Pretoria confirms the re- 
ports of the flight of Kruger with the 
cabinet and staff officiais on Tuesday 
night and the selection at 2 meeting 
of citizens of a commitiee to adminis- 
ter Pretoria provisionally while await- 
ing the arrival of Lord Roberts and the 
British forces. Since these ielegrams 
left Pretoria on Wednesday nothing 
apparently bas reuched Lorenzo Mar- 
ques by telegraph from Pretoria. Pos- 

bly the wires have been cut or the 
Boer censorship at some intermediate 
intercepts the telegrams. Al- 
though the war office has not received 
® word about it nobody in London har- 

rs the idea that the Boer capital is 
already in the hands of the British, 
.bout to be. Possession of Johan- 
Léesburg, at all events, as Lord Rob- 
ts telegraphed, is a fact. 
States Attorney Smuts did not de- 
with President Kruger, but re- 
Matned at Pretoria.

The present seat of the Boer govern- 
ment, according to a despatch from 
Lo-enzo Marques, dated yesterday, is 
Middleburg, but will probably be shift- 
ed still further east. 

The Boors lately confronting Rob- 
erts appear to have gone’ eastward, 
also toward the Lydenburg region, The 
de“enders of Laing’s Nek, when their 
po ition becomes too perilous probably 
will trek straight northward towards 
Lydenburg when this takes place there 
wil possibly be 20,000 men who will 
hold out for a time with = seattered 
bands of guerilias elsewhere. 

Press despatches from the 
quirters of Lord Roberts give no 
estimate as to the numbers of Boers 
who were fighting Hamilton on Mon- 
day aud Tuesday but all agree that the 
Boors retired and that the British cas- 
ulties.are slizht. 


The following dispatch from “Lord 
Roberts has been received at the war 
office : ‘ 

Johannesburg, May 31: 2 p. m. 
Her Majesty's forces are now in pos- 
session of Johannesburg, and the Brit- 
ish flag floats over the government 
buildings.” 

The daily mails says it has received 
cab'e dispatches this afternoon from 
co-respondents at - Pretoria com- 
pletely confirming reports of the fall 
of the Transvaal capital. = 

London, June i: The war office has 
received from Lord Roberts a dispatch 
dated Germinston May 30: 9 p. m. say- 
ing. “The brunt of the fight yester- 
day fell upon Gen. Hamiltons column. 
I have sent him as already mentioned 
in support of French calvary which 
I directed to go north near the read 
leading to Pretoria. I have not heard 
from French yet, but Hamilion, in a 
report ‘which . has just reached 
me, states that about 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon he found his way blocked 
by the enemy strongly posted on some 
kopjes and fridges, three miles south 
of the Rand. They had two heavy 
gu1s and several field guns and pom- 
poms. Hamilton forthwith attacked. 
His right was led by the Gordons,who 
after capturing one extremity of 
the ridge wheeled around and worked 
along it until after dark, clearing it 
of the enemy who fought most obsti- 
nately. The one hundred and fourth 
led on the other flank and would not 
be denied. The chief share in the act- 
ion as in the casualty fell to the Gord- 
ons whese gallant advance elicited-ad- 
miration of all. Hamilton is-neow 
at Florida, due west of Joliannesburg, 
and French is a few miles further to 
the north east. The Gordons, cavalry, 
mcunted infantry and seventh division 
with batteries H. and G. and heavy 
artillery, are south of Johannesburg. 
Hamilton speaks in high terms’ of 
praise of the manner in which Bruce 
Hamilton and Col. Spes of the Shrop- 
shires light infantry handled their 
men under Gen. Smith-Dorrien’s  di- 
rection. 

The war office has received the 
following dispatch «, from Roberts 
under date of Germinston, May 30: 

“In answer to a flag of truce I 
sent to Johannesburg this morning, 
the commandant came to see me. He 
begged me to defer entering the town 
‘or twenty-four honrs as there were 
many armed burghers still inside. I 
agreed to this as I am most anxious to 
avoid the possibility of anything like 
disturbance inside the town ands as 
bodies of the enemy are sfill holding a 
hill jn the immediate neighborhood 
from which they will have to be clear- 
ed o‘f beforehand.” 

Rundle reports he attacked a large 
party of Boers near Senekal or May 
28th. He said his casualiies were not 
heavy. 

3rabant reports that on May 28th, 
two of his patrols consisting of two 
officers and forty men, were cut off 
by the enemy and taken prisoners. 


London. June ist: It is rumored 
that President Kruger has been caught 
six miles beyond Pretoria. 

Seme discussion is going on in Lon- 
don as to what will be done with Pre- 
sident Kruger if he is captured. One 
idea, is that he will be sent to St. He- 
lera. Another that he will be tried 
for treason. The Daily Express says 
Mr. Kruger’s agent has invested £140,- 
009 of the president’s money in lands 
and mines. This took place before the 
war broke out and to this fact may! be 
aseribed the failure of the Transvaal 


authorities to blow up the mines.

Trouble in China. 

The powers have all landed troops at 

Tein Tsin, and they proceeded to Pekin. 
The Russian contingent was _ badly 
scared by and retreated from the sa- 
lute of blank cartridges. 
- Tein Vsin, May 3i: A special train 
started for Pekin this afternoon with 
the following forces: Americans, 7 of- 
ficers and 56 men; British, 3 officers 
and 72 men; Italians, 3 officers and 39 
men; French, 3 officers and 72 men; 
Russians, 4 officers and 71 men; Japan- 
ess, 2 officers and 24 men. The {for- 
eign coniingent also took with them 
five quick firing guns. It is rumor- 
ed here that the foreign troops will be 
opposed at the first gate of the Chinese 
capital outside the wall. 

These troops are sent te protect the 
various foreign legations during the 
trouble arising out of the disturbances 
created by the “Boxers,” a Chinese sect> 
which is creating a civil war in the 
Mongolian Empire.

GEN. STRANGE AND ALBERTA HORSES, 

The following letter from Major- 
General Strange, who will be remem- 
bered by many old-timers as having 
taken a prominent part in the North 
west rebellion of ‘84-5, appsared in 
a recent issue of the London Morning 
Past: ‘ Cex 
‘ I see in the Morning Post . that 
the British government has purchased 
50,000 horses in the State of New York 
etcthn average price of about $100 each. 
They could have got more serviceable 
horses for less money from Canada, 
eapecially from the prairie country, 
which produces the hardiest horses in 
The veldt and the prairie 
are synonymous. The

ilised horse starves. 
beart we accept the lives of the Can- 
adians and the gift of Lord Strath- 
cona. But when it’ comes to putting 
money into the pockets of Canadians 
by a deal advantageous to ourselves, 
we prefer to deal with the over-cute 
Yankee, who accentuates the boasted 


polidarity of Anglo-Saxon kinship by ] 


a pro-Boer Anglophobia as intense as 
that of Europo. The steady loyalty 
o” Canadians is to me a_ perpetual 
amazement. , 
Twenty, years ago I started the Mil- 
itary Colonization Ranche in Canada 
by the purchase of 500 brood mares 
and suitable stallions, mainly with a 
view. of supplying horses to the Brit- 
ish army for wars, even then “nevit- 
abla tc all eyes except thase at West- 
minster. When the last Riel revolt 
broke cut I naised and horsed {at my 
own risk and responsibilityj a squadron 
G7 cowboy scouts and put them under 
Major Sieele, who now commands 
Lard Straithcona’s Horse. Incompar- 
able leader of unmatched scouts, he 
led and covered the western column, 
with its long train. of wagons ina 
march of 809 miles through a wilder- 
ness country and bands of hostile 
half-breeds and Indians, as wily, as 
mobi'e, and as good shots asthe Boers, 
better armed with Winchester repeat- 
ers than the Canadian -Militia Infan- 
try: with-their clumsy old Sniders. We 
found our enemy entrenched as _ the 
Boers entrench. But they were out- 
manocuvred, and surrendered after 
two skirmishes, with slight loss tosour- 
ielves. That this was possible was 
due not only to the prairie scout but 
to the horse he rode. Our horses 
were seldom picketed, except when 
in contact with the enemy, or in 
wooded country when grazing was 
impossible. Otherwise they grazed at 
night, kept “rounded up’’—in cowboy 
parlance by the mounied patrols who 
circled around them. Attempts at 
si2mpeding on the part of the enemy 
failed, for any Indian who entered 
that circle never left it, and.as I rode 
qut. in the morning march [ :passed 


more than one “Redskin” minus his 
fealp. I asked no questions; “a la 
guerre comme a ja guerre.” The 
enemy played the game that way. 


The game in South Africa I don’t un- 
derstand. On our side it seems like 
the games of my youth at Aldershot, 
which I never learnt, thank God. 

At the coaclusion of the Canadian 
campaign of 1885 the late General Rav- 
enhill, R. H. A., visited the Canadian 
ranches and bowght horses for the 
British army, as his successor, Colonel 
Goldie, also did. ‘They were reported 
on mo3zt favorably for several years 
Eventually the London 
horse breeders’ 


in smeccession. 
horse dealers and 
nissociation got members of parliament 
to bring pressure on the war office, 
and the purthase of horses in {Can- 
aida, for the army was ordered to be 
Hiscontinued. I brought the matter 
personaliy to the notice of Lord :Wol- 
seley, who seemed powerless. 

I had had enough, and retired from 
the business, recommending that the 
war office should send out an officer 
and a few army reserve rough riders 
to establish a remount depot in the 
Calgary district. 

In the event cf war in the far east 
mounted infantry and cavalry could 
be sent dismounted through to Van- 
wouver by the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way and steemshbip line, picking up 
their mounts en route. It is not too 
late to consider the question, if there 


were any deciding pow2i anywhere 
for there are “wars and rumors of 
wars, but the end is noi yet.”

The bill for the regulation of the 
grain trade in Manitoba and _ the 
_Avest Territories, as introduced 
by the minister of inland revenue, was 
considered on Monday and Tuesday. 
This bill is very intricate and contains 
a nuraber of provisions intended for 
the better vrotection of the farmer in 
selling his grain, but how these pro- 
visions will work out can only be 
known by experience. The mein de- 
mand of the farmers of the West for 
free trade in grain, which was recom- 
(mended vy the comm'ssion of inquiry 
af jast sear as the best cure for the 
evils fram which the farmers suffered, 
igs not granted by the bill. Free ‘trade 
in grain means the absolute right to 
erect and transact business through 
‘warehouses of any capacity, at any 
point. This is so far from being con- 
ceded that as the bill stands at the 
present time, only warehouses of three 
thousand busheis capacity, or over, 
cam be established; and tney, only Zor 
storage purposes. As the bill stood 
when it came before the House only 
warehouses of six thousand bushels 
capacity or over were allowed, and only 
one such warehouse at each station. 
It seems strange that with all : the 
anxiety indicatéd by the length and 
intricate provisions of the bill to pro- 
tect the farmers’ interests ,the very 
simple protection which he demands 
af the right io warehouse himgrain as 
he pleases should stiil be refused. The 
bill now stands for third reading, but 
is liable to be still furtner amended be- 
fore it pecomes law.

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EDMONTON’S CELEBRATION OF PRETORIA’S 


SURRENDER. 
Edmonton prople as a rule 
are not unduly emotional, and 
the news which leads them 


to an outburst of public emotion 
must be of more than ordinary im- 
portance. The news was first received 


in a special despatch to the Bulletin 
and an extra was at once issued and 
distributed about 
was magical. The towm bell was 
started ringing and the several mills 
shrieked out Edmonton's’ joy at the 
good news that the capital of the 
Transvaal was in British possession. 
Flags began to appear and soon Union 
Jacks, Royal Ensigns, Naval Ensigns 
and Canadian flags were fluttering 
before every place of business, while 
larger fiags waved from every roof 
in the business part of town. Not dur- 
ing®the present war has a British vic- 
tory so quickly awakened the inhabi- 
tants of Edmonton to celebration. The 
news of Ladysmith’s relief was re- 
ceived gladly; that of Mafeking’s re- 
lief came like relief to long agony, 
but the British entrance to Pretoria 
meant that the honor of England had 
been retrieved and that the Boer war 
was in all probabiiity near a close. 
Mingied with this was a feeling of 
gladness,that no Edmonton boys had 
been called on to sacrifice the lives 
they had offered to the Empire. The 
news was received with «. feeling that 
it was practicaliy the culmination o7 
hostilities, and the feelings which had 
been rising with every British  suc- 
cess, burst forth with joyful expres- 
sion. Hence the flags, tie fire-crack- 
ers and the anvil firing, ind hence the 
joyous expression that looked from 
every face. The general exuberance of 
feeling expressed itself in a desire for 
a half hoiiday in which to celebrate the 
triumph of British arms, and before 
noon the mayor issued a proclama- 


tion, which was desseminated by 
dodgers, declaring the afternoon a 
public holiday. 

Arrangements were made with 


Strathcona and during the afterzoon 
a procession left each town, headec. by 
their respective bamis, and met 
at the bridge. The processions then 
joined, and headed by the combined 
bands playing patriotic airs marched 
to the Industrial Exhibition grounds 
where a series of horse and foot races 
were gone through. The first andj 
chief event of the afternoon was 3a 
matched race, half mile, for $50 be- 
tween Larose & Sitirett’s “Marguerite” 
and Boyce’s “Minette.” After a close 
and exciting race Minette came in an 
easy winner. Other events followed 
with rapidity and all were keenly con- 
tested: Boys’ race, girls’ race, fat- 
mans’ race, ony races, etc. The jud- 
ges wece Messrs. W. Scott Robertson, 
T. G. Lauder, Ed. Looby and P. D. 
Campbell, assisted by a number of oth- 
ers. The suddenness with which the 
celebration was arranged did nct’ in 
any way detract from its success. It 
was half past ten when Mayor Mac- 
Kenzie left for the south side to ar- 
range the celebration in conjunction 
with the citizens of our sister town. 
At twelve, noon, he was back, having 
completed all arrangernents; Strath- 
cona would drive across te Edmontan’s 
afternoon celebration and in the even- 
ing Edmonton would return the visit 
and take part in the smoking concert 
which the citizens of Strathcona were 
to give. ‘The programme worked as it 
was arranged and the day was most 
ruccessful from every point of view. 


, On the grounds here fully a thousand 


spectators had gathered, and by voice, 
look and bearing expressed their 
pleasure at the good news of England’s 
success, promising peace after strife. 
It was a day of celebration, and ai like 
ozcasior will probably never be wit- 
nessed in the lives of any who were 
present yesterday. KEdmonton’s cele- 
bration closed at six o’clock, when 
Stracheona’s begani To-day: the 
town. is quiet, and though the streets 
are covered with bunting, the town 
has settled down to a realization of 
the good news and an enjoyment of 
the peace that foliows a storm.

Is thot the declara- 
tion that the colonies of Great Brit- 
afin{ in all parts of the world form{ a 
bond pledged to support the Imperial 
qountry) im every quarrel, right or 
wrong, likely to excite general re- 
sentioent and alarm? Wha is the 
language of the Britigh’ press? fo 
France in the Dreyfus case, for ex- 
ample, was it that of temperate an@ 
friendly remonstrance or that of the 
most contemptuous and _ cutting 
abuse? Venice, when she was. the 
great sea power, assumed an attitude 
of selfish isolation, pursuing at the 
same time a course of unscrupulous 
aggrandizement. The consequence 
wes the League of Cambray. Ne ob- 
ject that has ever been assigned for 
this South African war was worth 
the universal odiura which Great 
Britain has drawn upon herself by 
using the gigantic power of her em- 
pire to crush the independence of a 
petty republic.”

The scarcity of 
food seems to be a main feature in 
South Africa, and the writer was of 
the opinion that if suitable opportunity 
were otfered he could manage at one 
repast the ordinary bill of fare for a 
couple of days. . 
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THE NOME GOLD FIELDS. 

The Anaconda Standard, in a recent 
issue had the story of the experiences 
of ex-Chief-of-Police Fagan. of that 
city, in searching for gold in Alaska. 
The article, when contrasted with the 
stories of other returned Klondikers, 
illustrates the different views which 
different men may’ take of the same 
country. After recounting his ad- 
ventures experienced in going to and 
living at Dawson, he says: t: 

“T was one“Of a party! of (350 that 
made a mad rush for the new EI Do- 
rado, Nome. We wereall crowded on 
the Rideout, a Yukon steamer. which 
made the journey to St. Michaels: Here 
the party split up. There were some 
30 on crutches who had the scurvy and 
109 who returned to the states. About 
200 of us secured transportation on the 
Sadie, one of the Alaska Commercial 
company’s boats, and on July 18th of 
last: year we arrived at Cape Nome. The 
surf at that time was running high 
and, for two days we lay at anchor. /e- 
fore a landing could be effected. Af- 
ter we got ashore we started down the 
beach and seven miles out met a party 
from Butte—Franuk McMannis, , John 
Gallagher, Moke Cornors and a man 
named Wallace. They were disgusted 
with the layout and were preparing 
to return to the states. 

“Nome is the most unfortunate min- 
ing craze of years. All of the avail- 
able ground was staked when we arriv- 
ed. The three big companies had the 
winter before sent Esouimaux in with 
reindeer sledges and every foot of land 
within 100 mues of Nome had been 
staked out on the snow. At the time 
we were thers, a year ago, it rained 
all of the time and the wind blewa 
hurricane. It is a hard country to 
prospect; there is no fuel to be obtain- 
ed and the rigor of the climate makes 
camping out extremely perilous. I 
was only. there nine days, but that 
was enough, and I iost no time in re- 
turning to civilization.”
